5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims 1-8 are allowable over the prior art of record since the cited reference 
taken individually or in combination fail to teach or fairly suggest the steps of 
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"transmitting a transmission capacity demanding a signal from said radio base station to 
a relay station and from said relay station to a mobile switching station" and " a relay 
station wherein said transmission capacity demanding signal is received from a radio 
base station to change said permissible transmission capacity set up inside the station 
in said every call to control the transmission speed of said data in said wired line so to 
be equal to or less than said permissible capacity and at the same time, to transmit the 
transmission capacity demanding signaf 1 as recited in claims 1, 2, 4 and 5. It is noted 
that the closest prior art, Xu et al. (US Patent No. 6,501,732), teaches a system and 
method for controlling the flow of data from a data network to a mobile user over a 
wireless link. However, Xu does not teach the method for controlling the transmission 
speed / capacity in wired line based on the demanding signal received from the wireless 
link via a relay station as recited in claims 1,2,4 and 5.
